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The  number  of  state-aided  units  for  the  elderly  should  be  increased 
by  kO  units  and  the  number  of  Federally  aided  units  for  the  elderly 
should  be  decreased  by  UO  units,  as  of  December,  1968.     The  liO  units 
for  the  elderly  in  Reading  should  have  been  reported  as  state-aided 
instead  of  Federally  aided. 
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PUBLIC  HOUSING  RESOURCES  IN  MASSACHUSETTS 

Summary 

Public  housing  is   the  major  resource   in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  provide 
housing  below  conventional  market  rents   for  families   and  elderly  people  of  low  income. 
On  December  31,   1968,  there  were  51,382  public  housing  units  in  the  State.     There  were 
33,581  units  in  projects  for  families  and  ll±,050  units  in  projects  for  elderly  people. 
In  addition,   3,75l  housing  units  were  leased  from  private   owners  for  public  housing  use. 

Public  housing  projects  are  owned  and  operated  by  local  housing  authorities.     Financial 
help,  which  allows  rents  to  be  reduced,    is  provided  primarily  by  the  Federal  or  State 
governments.     The  number  of  housing  units  financially  helped  from  each  source  in  the 
Commonwealth  is  about  the   same;   25 .,180  units  have  state  aid  and  26,202  units  have  Federal 
aid. 

Massachusetts  is   outstanding  in  the  country  for  the   development  of  public  housing  for 
older  people.      Of  the  lU,050  completed  units  in  projects  for  older  people  in  the  State 
on  December  31,   1968,   9,932  were  built  with  state  aid  and  U,ll8  with  Federal  aid.     As 
of  December  31,   1969  many  additional  housing  units  for  older  people  were  under  contract 
for  financial  assistance  from  the  State.     In  addition  to  the  9,932  units  that  were 

completed,  some  U,856  other  units  were   under  contract,  making  a  total  of  lU,788  units 
for  the  elderly  under  contract  under  the   state-aided  program.     See  Table  I. 

Of  the  33,581  housing  units  in  projects  for  families,   15,130  units  were  built  with  state 
aid  and  l8,U5l  with  Federal  aid. 

Of  the  3,751  leased  units  in  December,   1968,  3,633  were   leased  under  the  Federal  program 
and  118  under  the  State   rental  assistance  program,-     As  of  March,  ,1970,   the  number  of 
state-aided  rental  assistance  units   in  the  State  had  increased  to  2  79. 
\  ^ 

Local  Housing  Authorities 

Under  Massachusetts  law,  municipalities  are  authorized  to  establish  local  housing  authori- 
ties with  powers  to  develop  public  housing  under  either  state-sponsored  or  Federally  spon- 
sored programs .     The  Authorities  are  composed  of  five  persons,  with   one  appointed,   under 
the  housing  authority  law,  by  the  State.     In  a  city,  four  members  are  appointed  locally; 
in  a  town,  four  are  elected  locally.     The  Authorities  are  authorized,   subject  to  legis- 
lative  limits  and  review  by  State   or  Federal  Agencies,   to  issue  notes  or  bonds  to  finance 
public  housing  projects .     These  notes  or  bonds  are  guaranteed  by  the  credit  of  the  State 
or  Federal  Government.     Contributions  are  made  to  the  Authorities  by  State  or  Federal 
agencies  primarily  to  help  cover  the   interest  payments   on  the  notes  or  bonds.     The   notes 
and  bonds  are  tax  exempt a     The  Federally  aided  housing  programs  and  state-aided  housing 
program  for  families  make  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  to  the  municipalities  in  which  they 
are  located,  but  the  state-aided  program  for  the  elderly  does  not  make   such  payments. 
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Lccaticn  of  Public  Housing 

In  December ,   1968,   of  the  35>1  municipalities  in  the  State,  162  had  local  housing  authori- 
ties *     By  December ,   1969...   10  additional  municipalities  had  established  local  housing 
authorities.     See   Table   I, 

Public  housing  had  been  completed  in  132  municipalities   in  the  Commonwealth  by  December, 
1968.     State-aided  programs  were  found  in  many  more  places  than  the  Federally  aided  pro- 
grams and  several  communities  used  both  types.     There  were  112  municipalities  with  state- 
aided  public  housing  for  older  people  and  82  municipalities  with  state-aided  housing  for 
families.     Twenty-four  communities  had  Federally  aided  housing  for  older  people  and  26 
communities  had  Federally  aided  housing  for  families,, 

Of  the  £l.,382  public  housing  units  in  1968,   some  32,000  were  in  the  Boston  Metropolitan 
Area,   about  5,^00  in  the  Southeastern  Region,   and  U,700  in  the  Lower  Pioneer  Valley  Region. 
See  Table   II 8 

Over  a  fourth  of  the  total  housing  units  in  the  State  are   located  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
a  total  of  15,536  in  1968.     The  city  with  the  next  highest  number  of  units  is  Fall  River, 
with  2,298  units  in  1968.     Three   other  cities  had  between  1,500  and  2,000  public  units 
in  1966,   namely  New  Bedford,  Worcester  and  Lowell, 

§iH?   °£  Housing  Units 

Of  the  public  housing  units  built  for  families,   the  great  majority  have  two  or  three  bed- 
rooms.    Of  the  15,130  state-aided  family  units  in  1968,   $1  per  cent  had  2  bedrooms,  38 
per  cent  3  bedrooms,   8  per  cent  were  efficiency  units,   and  3  per  cent  had  h  bedrooms „ 
Less  than  1  per  cent  had  5  bedrooms.     Of  the  l8,U5l  Federally  aided  family  units,   lj2  per 
cent  had  2  bedrooms,  28  per  cent  had  3  bedrooms,   22  per  cent  were  efficiency  units, 
7  per  cent  had  '1  bedrooms,   and  one  per  cent  had  5  bedrooms „ 

Of  the  public  housing  units  for  older  people,   over  90  per  cent  had  one  bedroom.     Of  the 
95932  state-aided  units  for  the  elderly,  96  per  cent  had  one  bedroom  and  h  per  cent  were 
efficiency  units.     Some  28  units  had  2  bedrooms.      Of  the   h,ll8  Federally  aided  units  for 
the  elderly,   91  per  cent  had  one  bedroom,   5  per  cent  were  efficiency  units,   and  It  per 
cent  had  2  bedrooms. 

For  the  number  of  housing  units  of  different  sizes,  see  Table  III. 

Waiting  Lists  and  Admissions 

Data  on  the  number  of  Deople  on  waiting  lists  for  public  housing  are  not  available  for 
every  community,  but  estimates  have  been  made  and  related  to  information  on  the  number 
of  annual  admissions  for  different  public  housing  programs . 

It  is  estimated  that  in  1968  some  1^,000  older  people  were  on  waiting  lists  for  state- 
aided  housing  for  the  elderly  and  were  considered  eligible  for  such  housing.  Annual 
admissions  to  this  housing  totaled  about  1,700  so  that  an  older  person  on  a  waiting  list 
might,  on  the  average,  expect  to  wait  8  years  before  becoming  a  resident.   It  is  known 
that  many  other  eligible  older  people  do  not  apply  because  they  are  discouraged  by  this 
delay. 
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|The  number  of  families  waiting  for  state-aided  housing  for  families  in  1968  was  about 
'6,000.     With  some  1,700  admissions  annually,   this  means  an  average  wait  of  about  3i  years. 

(There  were   some  11,I|00  older  people   on  waiting  lists  for  Federally  aided  housing  for  the 
elderly  in  1968  and  annual  admissions  averaged  about  1,000.     This  means  a  wait  of  over 
11  years  for  such  housing.     Many  of  these  older  people  have   applied  for  both  state-aided 
I  and  Federally  aided  housing,  but  the  lower  number  of  available  Federally  aided  units 
results  in  the  longer  wait.     Families  may  expect  to  wait  an  average  of  6  years   for  ad- 
mission to  Federally  aided  public  housing „ 

Admission  Requirements 

Residents   of  public  housing  projects   are  restricted  to  families  and  older  people  with 
limited  incomes.     For  projects  that  are  built  for  older  people  the  applicants  must  be 
6£  years  of  age   or  over  =     Most  communities  also  have  requirements   of  a  minimum  period  of 
residence   in  the  community,.     In  state-aided  housing  for  families,  preference  is  given  to 
veterans  and  persons  in  the  families  of  veterans.     Persons  who  have  been  displaced  by 
public  action  have  preference   in  admission  over  other  applicants „ 

Income  limits  differ  by  the  size   of  the  household  and  vary  from  community  to  community  as 
determined  by  the  local  housing  authority.     They  differ  between  state-aided  and  Federally 
aided  housing,     For  the  state-aided  housing  for  the  elderly,  the  income  limit  is  usually 
$2,E>00  for  a  single  person  and  $3,000  for  a  couple B     Higher  income  limits  are  established 
for  eligibility  for  continued  occupancy.     For  persons  displaced  by  public  action,  the 
income  limits  may  be  higher  than  fcr  others.,
